BYU  Installs  ‘Homework  Solver’ 
(Only  IBM  Workers  Need  Apply)

Changing  the  subject  hastily,  but  probably  not  in  time,  I 
recently  had  a long  high-level  type  discussion  with  a delightful 
young  lady  from  across  the  street. 

We  spent  several  hours  basking  on  the  alkali-streaked 
remnants  of  our  front  (and  only)  lawn,  talking  about  our  vari- 
ous pasts,  presents  and  futures. 

All  the  confidence  and  wisdom  of  her  nine  years  came  forth 
in  such  a sagacious  torrent  I felt  committed  to  save  as  much  as 
possible  for  posterity. 

On  the  general  subject  of  trees,  she  had  this  to  say. 

“I  think  Heavenly  Father  wouldn't  have  put  trees  on  earth 
if  he  .didunt  think  they  could  get  to  be  just  as  good  as  us.”

What?  An  electronic  brain  at 
Brigham  Young  University? 

“No,  it  isn’t  an  electronic 
‘brain’  as  some  mistakenly  call 
it,”  explained  Jay  Grant,  refer- 
ring to  the  IBM  650  Electronic 
Computer  located  in  205  Smith 
Family  Living  Center.  Grant  is 
laboratory  assistant  in  the  com- 
puter center. 

“This  machine  is  given  a 
problem  to  solve,  but  it  is  only 
as  smart  as  the  one  who  oper- 
ates it,”  he  said.  “If  you  tell 
it  wrong,  it’ll  goof.” 

The  computer  is  available  to 
faculty  and  students  free  of 
charge.  The  machine  may  even 
do  a student’s  homework,  provid- 
ing the  student  learns  first  how 
to  operate  it  himself. 

BYU  HAS  RENTED  the  elec- 
tronic computer  since  late  last 
summer,  from  the  IBM  Corpora- 
tion as  an  educational  installa- 
tion. It  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind 
at  a university  in  Utah.  The 
Computing  Research  Center  is  a 
separate  department  under  direc- 
tion of  Edwin  Dean,  who  taught 
mathematics  here  five  years  ago. 


to  use  it  for  these  purposes. 

“We’ll  be  happy  to  arrange  a 
time  to  show  individuals  how 
the  machine  works.  The  com- 
puter has  been  used  by  gradu- 
ate students  for  thesis  re- 
search, by  the  faculty  for  cam- 
pus research  problems,  and  for 
business  executive  games.” 

The  essential  value  of  the  com- 
puter is  speed  and  accuracy. 
Cards  for  employees  can  be  fed 
into  the  machine  and  on  each 
card  is  punched  information  indi- 
cating the  number  of  hours 
worked,  rate  of  pay,  number  of 
income  tax  exemptions  and  other 
deductions. 

AFTER  THE  MACHINE  has 
been  prepared,  a card  is  pro- 
duced every  one-half  second 
with  the  answer  which  includes 
new  gross  pay  for  the  employee, 
his  total  gross  pay  for  the  year, 
amount  of  withholding  tax  to  be 


U.S.  Polio  Foundation  Cautions 
‘Salk  Vaccine  Still  Necessary’ 


NEW  YORK  — The  negligence 
of  a great  segment  of  the  Amer- 
ican people  in  failing  to  use  the 
Salk  vaccine  as  protection 
against  paralytic  polio  was 
termed  “a  national  disgrace”  by 
Basil  O’Connor,  president  of  the 
National  Foundation  (originally 
“for  Infantile  Paralysis”),  in.  a 
statement  issued  on  the  fourth 
anniversary  of  the  licensing  of 
the  polio  preventive. 

“Although  for  four  years  there 
has  been  a vaccine  that  protects 
against  paralysis  from  polio, 
there  are  still  98  million  Amer- 
icans of  all  ages  who  haye  failed 
to  obtain  even  a single  Salk 
shot,”  O’Connor  reported. 

“The  fact  that  four  Americans 
in  seven  are  unprotected  by  the 
vaccine,  at  a time  when  a sur- 
plus is  spoiling  on  the  shelves, 
is  an  appalling  commentary  on 
our  intelligence  as  a people,”  the 
head  of  the  March  of  Dimes  or- 
ganization declared.

O’Connor  recalled  that  the  De- 
troit area,  scene  of  a 1958  polio 
epidemic  that  struck  down  876 
persons  and  killed  23,  provided* 
a horrifying  example”  of  what 
can  happen  when  large  groups 
of  people  remain  unvaccinated. 
He  noted  that  last  year  epidem- 
ics also  occurred  in  New  Jersey, 
Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Mon- 
tana and  Hawaii. 


“There  is  still  time  to  get  two 
shots  of  Salk  vaccine  before  the 
polio  season  is  upon  us,”  O’Con- 
nor urged,  adding  that  two  in- 
oculations— or  even  one — would 
provide  tremendously  increased 
protection  for  most  people,  even 
though  the  approved  procedure 
calls  for  three  properly  spaced 
injections. 
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“Vaccination  of  susceptible 
children  and  adults  must  start 
immediately  if  our  nation  is  to 
ward  off  polio  disasters  next 
summer,”  O’Connor  warned.

The  Cats  had  won 
the  day  before  in  Provo,  8-5  be- 
hind the  six-hit  effort  of  Jack 
Cravens  who  went  all  the  way 
for  BYU. 

Saturday’s  debacle  started 
early,  as  the  Utes  ganged  up  on 
starting  hurler  Bob  Hosteller  for 
four  quick  runs  in  the  first 
frame  .The  Redskins  continued 
their  bombardment  and  Burt 
Myers  was  called  on  to  relieve 
Hosteller  in  the  second  inning. 

Myers  lasted  two  innings  and 
then  Bobby  Noel  relieved  him 
and  was  equally  ineffective  in 
his  brief  appearance.  Jack  Shipp 
finally  put  a damper  on  the  Utah 
bats.  He  pitched  three  scoreless 
innings,  allowing  just  one  hit. 

Utah’s  hurler  Keith  Ancell 
went  the  distance  for  Utah,  strik- 
ing out  10  while  walking  six,  for 
the  win.  The  Cats  didn’t  dent 
the  scoreboard  until  the  sixth 
inning  when  Dean  Bergenson, 
pinch  hitting  for  Noel  drove  in 
Cornell  Taylor  with  a double. 

Bergenson  was  in  turn  chased 
across  the  plate  when  Ralph 
Ashby  doubled.  Ancell  got  Leon 
Moyes  to  pop  up  to  first  and  the 
rally  was  extinguished. 

Ancell  coasted  home,  weaken- 
ing somewhat  in  the  stretch,  al- 
lowing all  five  of  the  Cat  runs 
in  the  last  four  innings.  The 
game  was  a real  slugfest  with 
BYU  getting  11  hits  and  Utah  14 
The  loser  for  BYU  was  Myers. 

Friday’s  game  was  almost  a 
complete  opposite  of  Saturday’s. 
Craven’s  pitching  was  effective, 
the  BYU  defense  was  almost  air- 
tight, with  only  one  error,  and 
their  hitting  was  timely. 

Starter  Bill  Workman  was  ef- 
fective for  the  Utes  for  the  first 
three  innings  before  the  Cats  be 
gan  to  straighten  out  his  tosses- 
Workman  was  relieved  by  Dun- 
can Ward  in  the  sixth,  but  was 
charged  with  the  loss. 

Besides  hurling  an  outstanding 
game,  Cravens  had  three  for  four 
at  the  plate  for  the  Cougars,  in- 
cluding a double.  Cornell  Tay- 
lor got  credit  for  the  longest 
blow  of  the  first  contest  with 
his  towering  homerun  over  the 
left-center  field  fence.
